3. Its members, consisting of 

(i) Shri Shah Nawaz Khan, M.P. , Parliamentary

(iii) Shri S.N. Maitra, I.C.S,, formerly Chief

The Committee re-assembled in Delhi in the middle 


of June. The members compared and discussed the evidence 
of witnesses whom they had personally interviewed and took 
into consideration the evidence from other sources. The 
3 members of the Committee then arrived at certain broad 
conclusions and unanimously agreed that the report should 
be written on the basis of these conclusions. These were 
summarised in a list entitled "Principal Points agreed to 
for draft Report - dated 30.6.56". This was signed by 
all the 3 members of the Committee. 

6. The present report, however, is only signed by 2 

members, Shri Shah Nawaz Khan and Shri Maitra. The third 
member, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, seems to have subsequent- 
ly changed his mind and suddenly left New Delhi for Calcutta 
without any notice to the other two members. Thereafter 
he refused to come to New Delhi in spite of urgent requests 
from the Chairman or to collaborate with his colleagues. 

He did not even indicate any intention of submitting an 
independent Report or a note of dissent. There was there- 
fore no alternative left to the two other members but to 
submit a report of their own to Government.

7. Briefly, the conclusions of the majority are as 

follows: About the spring of 1945 the defeat of the 

Axis Powers became likely, and Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
began thinking of the future activities of himself on the 
one hand, and of the Indian Independence League and the 
Indian National Army on the other. As regards himself, 
he decided to leave South East Asia and to take refuge in'"' 
Russia, whence, in due course, he could re-emerge and 
continue the struggle for India's freedom against the 
British. As regards the Indian Independence League and 
the Indian National Army, he appeared to be undecided and 
desired to consult with his allies, the Japanese, before 
imparting final instructions* 

8. With a view to implementing these intentions he 
left Bangkok on the 17th August, 1945 f for Saigon, whence 
he had been promised passages for himself and 6 companions 
by a Tokyo-bound Japanese military plane. 

9* At Saigon, however, there was a serious dis- 
appointment: only two passages in an Air Force bomber 

were offered by the Japanese Military Command, which, as 
a consequence of Japan's surrender to the Allies on the 
15th August, 1945 » found itself short of air transport. 
After some discussion Netaji found himself obliged to 
accept the 2 passages offered, and with the approval of 
his companions selected Col. Habibur Rehman to accompany 
him. Netaji and Col. Rehman accordingly took off for 
Tokyo by the bomber 'about 5.00 p.m. on the 17th August, 
1945. 

10. Apart from Netaji and Col. Rehman the bomber 

included 6 Japanese Service Officers as passengers, and 


a crew of 5 or 6 persons. 


1 1 . The bomber landed for the night at Tourane on the 
Indo-China coast at about 7.30 p.m., and took to the air 
again with the same inmates at 5.00 a.m. the next morning. 
The next brief stop was at Taihoku in Formosa in the early 
afternoon of 18th August, 1945. While taking off from 
Taihoku later in the afternoon, however, the propeller and 
the port side engine of the bomber which appears to have 

ft 

been defective even from the start, suddenly dropped out, 
with the result that the plane immediately crashed about 
50 metres off the run-way and burst into flames. Suffer- 
ing from severe burns Netaji was carried into the Taihoku 
Military Hospital, where after some hours he passed away. 

12. Two days later, on the 20th, his body was cremated 
in the Taihoku Crematorium. His ashes were collected 

and temporarily kept in the Nishi (West) Honganji Temple 
in that city until the 7th September, 1945, when they were 
flown to Tokyo. There they have since been lying in the 
Renkoji Temple. 

13. The members of the Committee also discussed and 
briefly recorded their views about the treasure taken 
with him by Netaji during his last trip. Those were that 
while leaving Bangkok Netaji took with him, evidently for 
his future political activities, two leather suit cases 
filled with gold ornaments and jewellery. These were j 
burnt in the plane crash at Taihoku. A portion of the j 
contents were however salvaged by the Japanese Military 
authorities, and after many vicissitudes some or the whole 
of the salvaged portion has been brought to New Delhi and 
housed in the National Museum in the Rashtrapati Bhavan. 


14. The majority report of the Committee is placed 

before the Cabinet for its info rmat ion. If Shri Suresh 

Chandra Bose later submits a report or a Note of Dissent, 
it will bo considered by the Ministry. Meanwhile, Prime 
Minister proposes to place the majority report before the 
Parliament during its current session. 

15. The report recommends that Netaji's ashes, which 
have been in Tokyo for now 11 years, should be brought to 
India in a befitting manner and interred with a suitable 
monument over them. 

j in docMiE^ this question regard has to be paid to 
the feelings of the members of his family in this matter. 
It would be most unfortunate if a controversy arose over 
what should be a sacred ceremony. If there is risk of 
such a controversy, it would be best to leave the question 
of bringing over the ashes to India for future considera- 
tion,^ 

16. Prime Minister agrees with the views expressed in 
this note. '

In this matter, they were greatly 
helped by the Japanese Government, and I should 
like to express my gratitude to idle Japanese 
Government for all the co-operation and assistance

On their return, they prepared this Report. 

Before the Report was prepared, a certain list of 
agreed points and conclusions was made and signed by 
the three members. I am mentioning this because the 
whole Report now is a report of two members of the 
Committee.

2. The Committee was appointed by the Government of 

India in Notification No, F,30(26)PEA/55 dated the 5th 

April, 1956, with directions: 

"To enquire into and to report to the Govern- 
ment of India on the circumstances concern- 
ing the departure of Netaji Subhas Chandra 
Bose from Bangkok about the 16 th August, 

1945, his alleged death as a result of an 
aircraft accident , and subsequent develop- 
ments connected therewith," 

3. Its members, consisting of 

(i) Shri Shah Nawaz Khan, M.P., Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Minister of Railways and 
Transport ; 

C ii ) Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, elder brother 
of Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose; and 

(iii) Shri S.N. Maitra-, I.C.S., formerly Chief 
Commissioner, Andamans and Nicobar; 

assembled in New Delhi early in April, 1956, and decided to 

meet and interrogate as many persons as possible with 

actual or supposed knowledge of the last days of the 

Indian Independence movement in the Par East and of Netaji 

Subhas Chandra Bose in particular. They also decided 

that it would be necessary to peruse books and articles 

about Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and to study the secret 

intelligence reports prepared immediately after the war.

5. The Committee re-assembled in Delhi in the middle 

of June. The members compared and discussed the evidence 
of witnesses whom they had personally interviewed and took 
into consideration the evidence from other sources. The 
5 members of the Committee then arrived at certain broad 
conclusions and unanimously agreed that the report should 
be written on the basis of these conclusions. These were 
summarised in a list entitled "Principal Points agreed to 
for draft Report - dated 30.6.56", This was signed hy 
all the 5 members of the Committee. 


6. The present report, however, is only signed by 2 

members, Shri Shah Nawaz Khan and Shri Maitra. The third 
member, Shri Suresh Chandra Bose, seems to have subsequent- 
ly changed his mind and suddenly left New Delhi for Calcutta 
without any notice to the other two members. Thereafter 
he refused to come to New Delhi in spite of urgent requests 
from the Chairman or to collaborate with his colleagues. 

He did not even indicate any intention of submitting an 
independent Report or a note of dissent. There was there- 
fore no alternative left to the two other members hut to 
submit a report of their own to Government,

7. Briefly, the conclusions of the majority are as 

follows: About the spring of 1945 the defeat of the 

Axis Powers became likely, and Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose 
began thinking of the future activities of himself on the 
one hand, and of the Indian Independence league and the 
Indian National Army on the other. As regards himself, 
he decided to leave South East Asia and to take refuge in'''' 
Russia, whence, in due course, he could re-emerge and 
continue the struggle for India’s freedom against the 
British, As regards the Indian Independence league and 
the Indian National Army, he appeared to be undecided and 
desired to consult with his allies, the Japanese, before 
imparting final instructions* 

8. With a view to implementing these intentions ho 
left Bangkok on the 17th August, 1945» for Saigon, whence 
he had been promised passages for himself and 6 companions 
by a Tokyo-bound Japanese military plane. 

9. At Saigon, however, there was a serious dis- 
appointment: only two passages in an Air Force bomber 
were offered by the Japanese Military Command, which, as 
a consequence of Japan's surrender to the Allies on the 
15th August, 1945, found itself short of air transport. 
After some discussion Netaji found himself obliged to 
accept the 2 passages offered, and with the approval of 
his companions selected Col, Habibur Rehman to accompany 
him. Netaji and Col. Rehman accordingly took off for 
Tokyo by the bomber about 5.00 p.m. on the 17th August, 
1945. 

10. Apart from Netaji and Col, Rehman the bomber 
included 6 Japanese Service Officers as passengers, and

a crew of 5 or 6 persons. 

1 1 . The bomber landed for the night at Tourane on tho 
Indo-China coast at about 7.30 p.m., and took to tho air 
again with the same inmates at 5.00 a.m. the next morning. 

I 

The next brief stop was at Taihoku in Formosa in the early 

afternoon of 18th August, 1945. While taking off from 
. 

Taihoku later in the afternoon, however, the propeller and 
the port side engine of the bomber which appears to have 
been defective even from the start, suddenly dropped out, 
with the result that the plane immediately crashed about 
50 metres off the run-way and burst into flames. Suffer- 
ing from severe burns Netaji was carried into the Taihoku 
Military Hospital, where after some hours he passed away. 

12. Two days later, on the 20th, his body was cremated 
in the Taihoku Crematorium. His ashes were collected 

and temporarily kept in the Nishi (West) Honganji Templo 
in that city until the 7th September, 1945, when they were 
flown to Tokyo. There they have since been lying in tho 
Renkoji Temple. 

13. The members of the Committee also discussed and 
briefly recorded their views about the treasure taken 
with him by Netaji during his last trip. Those were that 
while leaving Bangkok Netaji took with him, evidently for 
his future political activities, two leather suit cases 
filled with gold ornaments and jewellery. These wore 
burnt in the plane crash at Taihoku. A portion of the 
contents were however salvaged by the Japanese Military 
authorities, and after many vicissitudes some or the whole 
of the salvaged portion has been brought to Hew Delhi and 
housed in the Rational Museum in the Rashtrapati Bhavan, 
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14. X hc majority report of the Committee is placed 
before the Cabinet for its information. If Shri Suresh 
Chandra Bose later submits a report or a Note of Dissent, 
it will bo considered by the Ministry, Meanwhile, Prime 
Minister proposes to place the majority report before the 
Parliament during its current session. 

15. The report recommends that Netaji’s ashes, which 
have been in Tokyo for now 11 years, should be brought to 
India in a befitting manner and interred with a suitable 
monument over them. 

In deciding this question regard has to be paid to 
the feelings of the members of his family in this matter. 
It would be most unfortunate if a controversy arose over 
what should be a sacred ceremony. If there is risk of 
such a controversy, it would be best to leave the question 
of bringing over the ashes to India for future considera- 
tion, 

16. -Prime Minister agrees with the views expressed in 
this note.
